MORGENTHAU BOAT 


Son of Former Envoy Tells of 
Party’s Escape in Guif 
of Corinth. 


HAD NO FOOD OR ‘WATER

Henry Morgenthau, former American 
Ambassador to Turkey, Mrs. Morgen- 
thau and Mr. and Mrs. Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr. were nearly lost in a small-boat 
in a storm in the Gulf of. Corinth re- 
cently, and their.friends here heard the 
story of their escape yesterday from 
Mr, and Mrs, Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
who returned on the Leviathan last Mon-: 
day. -Mr. Morgenthau Sr. and Mrs. 
Morgenthau are in Palestine and thence 
will continue a trip around the world. 

Henry Morgenthau Jr., at his home at 
35 West Eighty-first-Street, said it was 
just a month ago, on Thanksgiving, that 
their party was caught in their small 
boat in the middle of the Gulf of Cor- 
inth“and buffeted about-for hours before 
they decided to make for shelter. 

They, found themselves on a lonely, 
bleak stretch . of.shore. ‘They were with- 
out food or water. ‘They were drenched 
by rai and pelted by” tall, They were 
utisheltéred “from the terrific: storm 
which swept over the lowér part of Bu- 
rope, which caused enormous daniage 
at sea and along the waterfront, and 
which. took a toll of sixty-five lives 
at Athens. 

The elder Mr.-and Mrs. Morgenthau 
went through the experfence with forti- 
tude .and were none. the worse from 
their hardship. Their son and. daugh-| 
ter-in-law likewise suffered. no ill ef- 
fects. . 1 

Passed Night in Orphanage. . 


“We were going from Corinth to. Itea 
on the other side of Mount Parnassus— 
the way you.go.to Delphi,” gaid, Mr. 
Morgenthau. ‘‘We had spent the night 
before at the Near East Relief Orphan- 
age. If we had proceedéd the usual 
way to Itea we would have been com- 
pelled to make a circuit and go back by 
way of Athens. 

“The Greek Government, learning of 
my father’s intention to make the trip, 
offered to place a torpedo’ boat at his 
disposal to take, us across the Gulf of 
Corinth. But when the timecame to 
dispatch the torpedo boat it was found 
to be out of commission and a Govern+ 
ment tender was placed at our disposal 
instead. 

“The auxiliary tender was a boat of 
about sixty-five feet. Her captain was 
a skillful navigator and the boat was 
quite sturdy but not large enough to 
weather a severe, storm. 

“We sailed from Corinth on. ‘Thanks- 
giving morning at 10 *0’clock and ex- 
pected to cross the Gulf of Corinth, 
forty-five miles, within three hours. 
Ordinarily we should have landed at 
Itea by 1 o’clock that afternoon, and 
wwe fully. expected to, because it was 
sunny weather when we started. 

“We were in the middle of the Gulf 
of Corinth when the sun was wiped out 
by rapidly gathering storm clouds. 
Within a few minutes we were struck 
by a gale-the same*that swept the

Geology at Princeton “will announce, to 
the “Paleontological Society. at New 
Haven next week, it was learned today, 
the discovery of the first fossil of a ver- 
tebrate of the Cambrian period of geo- 
logical history, which extends backward 
millions of ‘years the er, of. man’s 
predecessors. - 

The fossil is that of the scale of a 

primitive fish, the earliest chordate—the 
primitive form of the vertebrate—and as 
such is said to be, if not the direct ante- 
cedent, at least the earliest known 
species of the branch of this original 
antecedent. 

The fossil has been named “Hoicthys 
Howelli,”’ or, “Howell's Dawn. Fish,”’ in 
honor of its ‘discoverer. It is hardly 
larger than the head of’ a’match. It 
was found by Professor Howell and Pros 
fessor Charles Schuchert of thé Depart- 
ment of Geology at Yale, at St. Albans, 
Franklin County, Vt., last Summer, 
on the final day of a field; expedition 
which was one of-a series conducted 
throughout thine Yeats by “Professor 
Howell, in on ért-to: tind a fosal} of a 
vertebrate in tha period .of. the 
era. "arowobatace-autty tie fois |’ 
Sil of marine invertebrates and plants} 
‘of & low order ad: been ‘found in Cam-| 
brian rocks, Professor Howell dug tp 
the fish scale with the fossils of trilo- 
bates, primitive.-shrimp-Nke creatures, 
and brachiopods, early types of shell 
animals, which ‘were said to ‘be _unques- 
tionably marine organisms of fifty to 
one hundred million years ago. ; 

Corroborated by Dr. Brant. 


Professor ;Howell did not know the 

nature of his find until he returned to 
Prinecton and placed the’ fossi}] of the 
fish stale “under : @~ microscope - and 
studied it. ‘There he saw the significance 
of the discovery. Dr. William L. Brant, 
Director of the Park Museum of )Prov- 
idence, R. I., corroborated ‘Professor 
Howell’s description of it and named it 
in his honor. The fossil, which is de- 
scribed as a fish plate, is now in the 
Princeton Museum “of Paleontology, in 
Guyot Hall. 
{ Evidences of chordata have been found 
in every geological period ‘except the 
Cambrian, whieh is the earliest period 
during which a connected and orderly 
assemblage of fossil forms has been €x- 
hibited in rock ‘strata. For many years 
scientists believed chordata existed in 
that period, but none was able to find 
evidence of them until Professor Howell 
unearthed the fish plate, and: he collect- 
ed’ 40,000 or 50,000 fossils during the thir- 
teen years he sought the chordate. ~ 

In-the Devonian period, the age pre- 
ceeding the formation of coal deposits, 
fish were the .dominant species, ac- 
cording to the fossils which have’ been 
found, and it is called the age of fish. 
A few chordata were found Im deposits 
of the Silurign.period, which preceded 
the Devonian and which is’ the age of in- 
vertebrates. In 1893, however, some fish 
plates were found-of the OrdoVician, or 
lower Silurian, period, and then scien- 
tists began to hope that ‘evidence of 
chordata would be found in the preced- 
ing Cambrian period. Professor Howell's 
discovery ig the first to make this hope 
realized.

An ‘unidentified assailant, whose. mo- 
tive is a mystery to the police, openéd 
fire with a pistol on Samuel Steif, 58 
yéars old, and his wife, Fannie, 53 years 
old, as they’ were about to-enter their 
home at 1,064 Cauldwell Avente, the 
Bronx, shortly after 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning. They were taken to the. Lin- 
coln Hospital, where Mrs. Stein, who 
had. a bullet in her left temple, died 
six hours later. Stein, who was “wounded 
in the right. shoulder, wil recover, it 
was said last night. .\.

Hears Wife Scream. 


Mr. and Mrs, Stein went to a. wedding 
in a public hall on Fifteenth Avenue, 
Brooxlyn, on Christmas Eve and it was 
3:40 o’clock Christmas morning when 
they reached the Bronx, 

They. took a Boston Road trolley. car 
and-leaving it at~106th Street, walked 
around the corner to their home. Stein 
preceded his wife into a private vesti- | 
bule opening ‘into their’ apartment and 
ag he was unlocking the inside door he 
heard his wife scream, ‘“‘Sam, Sam.” 

The tailor turned and saw_a -man 
with a slouch hat standing about twenty 
feet away in the -courtyard firing a 
pistol, As the tailor wheeled about and 
ran toward ‘his wife, she fell with a bul- 
let in her temple., A second shot went 
wild and a third 4truck Stein in the 
shoulder. As the pair fell, the assailant 
ran with the pistol still in his hand. 

Patrolman Walsh of the’ Morrisania 
Station heard. the firing, but by the 
time he arrived the murderer had dis- 
appéared in the ‘darkness. He called an 
ambulance ‘and the ‘taflor and his wife 
were treated by Dr. Schwartz, P

the attack had taken place'so suddenly, 
and the light had been so dim that he 
was unable to describe the assailant:

CHRIST AS ETHICAL LIGHT. 


Rabbi Gup, Agreeing With Dr. Wise, 
Denies Jews Crucified Jesus. 


PROVIDENCH, R.. I., ‘Dec? 25 (#.— 
Speaking tonight in Temple Beth-El on 
*‘What the Jews Think of.Jesus,’* Rabbi 
Samuel M. Gup agreed substantially 
with Dr, Stephen S. Wise of New York 
that JBsus is not a myth, but “an 
ethical light which Judaism gave to the 
world,” 

Rabbi Gup declared that no Jews took 
part.in the actual trial, and crucifixion 
of Jesus and asserted that ‘‘if, Christian 
people were to cease telling’ their chil- 
dren that the Jews crucified Him, and 
to tell them instead that it was the 
Romans who did it, we would begin in 
childhood to make for a better under- 
standing between members of the two 
great faiths. 

“Jesus is for the Jew an eminent 
teacher of morality, original, imagina- 
tive, sublime; He was a religious genius 
of the first rdnk. Stripped of ;mytho- 
logical acretions, the Gospels are a 
product of the people of our own flesh 
and blood.” 

Arguing that the Jews were a subject 
people-and had no autonomy in matters 
of life and death, Rabbi Gup said that 
“the Gospels have ascribed the crime of 
the Crucifixion’ the Jews because, 
when they were written, Rome. ruled, 
and to declare. that Pontius Pilate had 
crucified Christ would have given the 
Roman authorities great offense. 

‘The, most amazing page in the his- 
tory of injustice’in, the world is that 
the Jewish people should have been 
held responsible Guring 2,000 years for 
the death of Jesus. They were Ro more 
guilty of His death than the Greek na; 
tion was guilty of the death of Soc- 
rates.’ 

In explaining Why the Jews in Jesus’ 
day did not accept Him as their_spirit- 
ual leader, Rabbi Gup said it) was be- 
cause the main ition of His téach- 
tings was op to the main position 
of the prevailing teachings of Judaism 
in that, day; because He had compro- 
mised the Jewish idea’ of a pute God by 
feeling Himself to be an ultimate source 
of authority and thus seeming to intro- 
duce a more’ or less idolatrous belief 
which violated the tone of the commands 
of Moses, ‘compromising pure monothe- 
ism, and because He emphasized an 
other-worldly religion, beHeyerg that the 
Messiance age’ was in the presefit, that 
God was to usher in 4 new creation and 
that tse Day of Judgment-was at hand.

This was admitted yesterday by Charles 


M. Ertz, District Deputy Grand Exalted 
Ruler, who said he had received the 
communication from Judge, / -well,’ and 
felt relieved to know that there was 
no possibility that the charter of the 
lodge would be revoked. - Judge Atwell 
has it in his power to do this, and the 
reprimanii and mild penalty inflicted 
come somewhat in thé nature of a pleas- 
ant surprise to those’ familiar’ with the 
facts, it was said. 

“Since the day before’ prohibition,” de- 
clared Mr. Ertz, ‘‘the’Elks Club (Lodge 
No. 1) has not violated the prohibition 
law.

WAS ON TORPEDOED BOAT 


White Star Veteran Recalls sinking 
of Transport by Submarine 
Off Ireland. 


After forty-three years of following the 
sea Joseph O. Jennings,’ senior chief 
steward of the White Star Line, will re+ 
tire when the Majestic arrives in South- 
ampton on her next voyage. During his 
long careéY in the North Atlantic trade 
he has become known to thousands of 
Americans, 

He went to sea as a boy in the old 
Guion. Line steamships the Nevada, Wis- 
consin, Abyssinia and Wyoming, from 
Liverpool to New York. They made the 
trip in nine days when the weatins was 
fine, 

There were no bills of fare in the sa- 
loon in those days, the veteran recalled 
yesterday. Passengers inquired what 
there was to eat and the Usual’ reply 
was “Soup, roast ‘beef, corned heef, 
chicken, .ham’ and ‘pork.”" .The total 
number of the crew on each Guion ship 
was 250, M& Jennings said, until the 
Alaska and the Arizona came duit. ‘Then 
-the crew was increased to 400 because 
of the extra firemen carried to drive 
the ships and more*cooks and stéwards 
to look after the passengers,

Mr, Jennings was in only: jane 5 
dent—wWhen the old Nevada went hore 
off Fire Island in the Summer of 1886 
and had to be hauled off by the.Wyo- 
ming. The veteran joined the White Star 
‘Line when the Teutonic came. out = 
later Servedgon a ship: carrying troo 
in the Boer War. In the World War 
he was chief steward on the transport 
Justicia, which was sunk by a submarine 
off Lough Swilly, Ireland, after a fight 
lastng twenty-four hours.. 

“She was hit by eleven: torpedoes and 
kept afloat two hours and a half after 
the last one struck her,’’s he recalled. 
“Twelve of the crew. were killed ‘when 
the first torpedo exploded, but there 
were no other casualties afterward.” 

Mr. Jennings. was kept busy. yesterday 
receiving ,deputations from the various 
departments on the Majestic, who pre- 
sented him with a handsome trunk;a 
valise,*a golf set and bag and many 
other gifts. After a voyage to South 
Africa to visit his sister, Mr. Jennings 
said: he would spend the remainder. of 
his days at Crosby, near Liverpool, He 
is 60 years old, which ts the retiring age 
for the White Star. Line,

THE FARMERS’ YEAR. 

Based on the figures of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the total value of 
the country’s four big money crops— 
corn, wheat, hay, cotton—is estimated 
at $5,574,140,534. This is a decrease 
ef $921,000,000 from last year. The 
corn crop is a quarter larger than that 
of 1924, but its value is depressed. 
Yet the Federal Reserve Bank ef 
Minneapolis remarks that cheap corn 
means a boom in cattle. ‘The’ wheat 


Cotton: is. valued at $1,357,541,276, 
and the ‘price hdlds surprisingly con- 
sidering the yield. In 1923 the farmers 
were rejoicing over an increase of 
$1,663,882,000 in crop values above

Immediately, upon his 
release, however, he was seized by a 
mob and hanged. 

The affair has made a big stir In the 
State, and from many parts of it have 
come to the. Governot exhortations that 
he see to it at once that the, dignity 
and majesty of the law be vindicated 
by the punishment of those who per- 
mitted this disgraceful crime as well as 
those ‘who’ committed it. So somet of 
the lynchers. have been arrested—of 
course, fhere was no difficulty in find- 
ing th whén a real effort was made 
to do so~and Sheriff 8S. W. Guass and 
four of his deputies have been indicted 
for negligence in the performance of 
their duties,

The beach itself is 
so solid that the heaviest motorbuses and 
motor-trucks make no. impression what- 
so0ever upon the sand, and one “can ridé 
for moresthan twenty miles upon a beach 
wide enoygh for twelve or fifteen cars 
to run abreast without the slightest 
crowding, arid look out upon an ocean of 
surpassing grandeur.¢ At other points 
somewhat similar beachés can be found, 
and I think it is grarited by all who have 
studied the beaches of the world that 
nowhere else on ‘earth can be found 
beaches that match in marvelous at- 
tractixeness from every point of view 
many of the beaches of Florida. 

Millions of people hgve visited Florida, 
charmed not merely with its climate, but 
with the beauty of its scenery; with its 
beaches and its rivers; its 30,000 lakes, 
and its marvelous springs. In Marion 
County there is one spring flowing 600,- 
000,000 gallons of water a day,.so clear 
and crystal-like that the ferns and fishes 
at’ 75 to 80 feet from the surface aré as 
clearly seen’as though they were within 
one foot of the eye. There. are many 
other wonderful springs in this State, 
some of.them so wonderful that if they 
were in Colorado or California policemen 
would be necessary-to hold the crowds in

Florida grapefruit. 

Years ago Henry M.> Flagler told me 
‘he Wad once heard ‘that no land in 
Florida would produce finer larger 
crops of citrus fruits than’ somé portions 
of the rocky soil An the southern part 
of the State. He took a large piece of 
land, some’ sixty or séventy acres,’ J 
think, and in that rocky formation 
blasted dynamite holes in which to plant 
fruit trees, as he wanted to test the 
matter. His trees grew rapidly and I 
visited that grove some years ago and 
saw about as magnificent. a crop .of 
oranges and grapefruit, with trees bend- 
ing beneath their load, as\I have, ever 
seen fin ahy part of this State. And yet 
the soil was so rocky one wondere?-that 
it could produce anything, Ut is a lime- 
stone rocky’ ation, and Mr, Plagler’s 
theory was, after he tested the matter, 
that’ the roots penetrating down be- 
tween the crevices of the rocks reached 
‘either a deeper soil or water from which 
they drew enrichment. That year. the 
grove, then a young one, produced about 
36,000 boxes of grapefruit and oranges.

-Most of this material came from 
Federal. Government bureaus, and the 
rest’ from such organizations as the Na- 
tional Safety Council, the ~ National 
Tuberculosig Association, the National 
Association of Aid Organizations, 
or was prepared‘by our Editorial Com- 
mittee from authoritative sources. This 
steady stream of information in regard 
to American laws, customs, history and 
Institutions reaches the immigrant at 
a\time when he most needs it, imme- 
diately on arrival and before he has 
been able to learn English. 

The foreign language papers do not 
have to be urged to’ print material rel- 
ative to. America, her laws and institu- 
tions. They are only too glad to do so. 
They want facts,’ however, not propa- 
ganda. As one, editor expressed it in a
